BROKER'S FAMILY
DRUGGED: ROBBED
OF $100,000 GEMS

Frank Gray Griswold, of

WHOLE HOUSE SEARCHED

NEW YORK. Oct. 24.—One of ths biggest
robberies absut New York In yearas wan
reported to the police today when Frank
Grey Griawold, prominent Wall street and
sporting man, told of burglars entering his
Long Island home last night and escaplng
With Jewslry and sliver valued at hetween
$40,000 and §100,000, This estimate of the
lons wan made by CGriswold and his wife,
who motored In to headquarters to report
the robbary.

Oriswold, hie wife and Mra. Griswold's
daughter, Misa Mary Canfield, In the pala-
tial remidence near Roslyn, one of the show
piaces of Long Island, are belleved to have
boen chloroformed by the robbers

Griswold and Mmrs, Griswold told the
police they awoke this morning with severe
headnches and the daughter wan 111

In one of the rooms was found a g
or "handkerchief, which was belleved to
have beon saturated with chloroferm and
to have bean used In rendering moembers
af the household unconsclous, Footprints
wora found In all of the sleeping rooms,
which led to the bellef that the burglars
went symtemationlly about their work of
taking every precaution againat being dis-
turbed. -

The burgiars apparently took their time
about robbing the house after they were
sure the family were under the Influnce
of the drug. They ransacked drawers
and ciassts throughout the houss, opened
joweal enmes and picked out only the most
contly gema, and piled the emply boxes up
behind curtains in rooms on the lower
floor,

say County, of the robbery, but owing to
the value of the jewwels and silver taken
gave the New York police also all detalln
" Indications were that the rohbers came
to the houme and escaped i an automoblle,
Griswold sald.
